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Trudeau cuts cheese

Prime Minister Trudoau and his 

liberal" government recently a- 
nnounced an attempt to cut gov- 
ernment spending. One of thepro- 
grams eliminated was Opportun- 
ities for Youth for a saving of 32 
million dollars and an addition 
of 28,700 people, mostly stu- 
dents, to the summer unemploy- 
ment rolls. 

The North-Central Ontario rid- 
ings, which were served from an 
office in Sudbury, will be quite 
heavily affected by tills govern- 
ment decision. 

In the Sudbury and Nickel Belt 
Ridings, OFY was the second lar- 
gest employer of students, after 
the mines. In Nickel Belt rid- 
ing last year, 21 projects emp- 
loyed IU people at a cost of 
$108,000 while In Sudbury, 144 
persons were employed in ^pro- 
jects at a cost of about $180, 
000. 

Probably the hardest hit area 
will be the riding of Algoma 
(which includes Manltoulln Island 
and the North Shore). OFY was 
the largest employer of students 
in this area, particularly on the 
Island and In the smaller towns. 
They received $208,000 whlchpro- 
vlded 236 jobs through 41 sep- 
arate projects. 

In the riding of Ntpisslng, 23 
projects providing 145 jobs wore 
funded at a cost of $ 165,000. 
In Sault Ste. Marie, 84 people had 
Jobs through the 14 OTY projects 
which cost $99,000. 

A former Opportunity for Youth 
officer pointed out that the pro* 
gram attempted to create Jobs 
where they wore most needed 
which, In the North Central Ont- 
ario region, usually meant the 
rural areas. "On the Island and 



the North Shore, we are It as far 
as Jobs arc concerned." 
Of the 32 million spent on OFY 
only 11% of the money was spent 
on administrating the program, 

which, fcr any government depart- 
ment, is phenomenal. 
The program was also looked on 
wtth pride by the government and 
was the fore-runner of the Local 
Initiatives Program, AlvlnTofler, 
author of "Future Shock", point- 



ed to L.I.P. and OFY as examples 
of how governments could pro- 
vide services as. well. All OFY 
projects must fulfill certain 
criteria to prove that they ben- 
efit the community where theyop- 
erato. 

The Atlantic Federation of Stu- 
dents are planning to protest the 
elimlnatlo n of OFY and the Com- 
pany of Young Canadians by stag- 
ing a boycott of classes some- 
time in the new ftiture.

A raft of 
problems besot the directory com- 
pilers every year, "if every stu- 
dent would notify the registrar's 
office of their change In address, 
we wouldn't have this hassle." 

Miss Lindsay said that there is a 
need for a change in the reg- 
istratio n procedure. Students sh- 
ould be booked in thetr resid- 
ence rooms before they register

Rally Against Cutbacks

Toronto groups are mobilizing 
against cut-backs of educational 
fandlng. The Toronto based rep- 
resentation has formed a steering 
committee and is deciding on the 
character of the action for the 
rally. 

The protest is against the Hen- 
derson/McKcough Report that re- 
commends cut-backs « tuition 
(cos increase by 05%, reduction of 
4,000 full time faculty members, 
Increasing the loan portion from 
$800 to $1,600 and dropping $10 
million for aid to part-time stu- 
dents. This report recommends 
numerous schemes In which the 
provincial education spending sh- 
ould be cut. "It is obvious/' re- 
ports one writer on the topic, 



"such measures would seriously 
restrict accessibility to post- 
secondary Institutions In Ontario/ 9 
A rally was agreed upon earlier 
by the Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents OFS/FEO on conclusion of 
the* final hearings of the Pro- 
vincial Advisory Committee on 

Financial Assistance forStudents. 

However, the Treasurer or unr- 
arlo, Darcey McKeough, recently 

made public the Report of the 
Special Review Committee, known 
for awhile as the Henderson Re- 
port but subsequently now known 
as the Henderson/ McKeough rep- 
ort. 

A strong opposition response by 
Ontario students to the report 
Is essential, and the rally that 
Ontario Federation of Students 
has been planning provides the 
needed opportunity.

BUS FARES UP 

Sudbury Transit, which a good 
number of us take to school every 
morning, raised its fares and 
Introduced a ticket system. 

The fares will be 30 cents at all 
times except rush hours when 
fares are 40 cents. Rush hours are 
from 7 to 9 a.m. and from 3 
to C p.m. Tickets are good any- 
time and aro available at the 
Bookstore here on campus aswell 
as other locations throughout 
the city. They sell at a price of 
five for 91.50* 

AND FOR THOSE WHO DRIVE 

Hemeber to buckle up those seat 
belts because now you can get 
busted If you don't ( and apparent- 
ly some people already have). Also 
you can only go 55 m.p.h. on the 
highway which moans that you 
should be careful because Its a lot 
easier to lose points. 

No, insurance rates didn't go 
down despite these changes.

But how do they go about It? By deceit and manip- 
ulation, by hiding blemishes and concealing corrup- 
tion from public view or by otherwise foisting a 
"favourable Image" of their employer ontothepubllc. 

If on individual is caught fabricating news or man- 
ipulating truth to ids own advantage, it Is not 
long tolerated. Yet corporatns andot 

Take the recent example of Falconbridge* When the 
Company laid off workers in the Sudbury area Imm- 
ediately after a three month strike had ended, its 
o.flcials claimed that this measure was due to 
"a depressed market fo r nickel". Is tlds e«> an- 
ation credible? The PR men did not add that the 
Company may have boon equally motivated by » de- 
sire to punish the union for the strike. Nor did they 
mention that the company was busy expanding its 
operations overseas in Third World countries 
where restrictions are few and labour cheap. An 
outright lie may not have been told, but the truth 
could have used some elaboration. 
Of course, no corporation would want to openly 
admit that It lacked a social conscience in the con- 
duct of its affairs. Neither would a company exec- 
utive -- conditioned to the spirit of "team effort" 



and "corporate loyalty" — want to reveal that 
money takes precedence over such insignificant mat- 
ters as conscience. But if human progress Is ever 
to be made — and no t the questionable technol- 
ogical variety -- must It not take place in the realm 
of conscience? 




Laurentian University has Us PR office too. , Of 
course, it would be unrealistic to suggest abolishing 
It. The university needs professional liars and image- 
makers. It is still a young institution that has not 
yet fashioned its own reputable stereotype as a prest- 
igious and nourishing academic community. 

Last year, LaurenUan's PR office spent $105,091.00 
polishing the university's image and parading its 
seductive virtues. Isn't Is Interesting tolearn that this 
kind of prostitution exists at our university which Is 
largely supported by public funds? Is our university 
a corporation like Falconbridge or does it play at the 
unreal game of public relations ]ustbbe the same as

Sourself, "Why me?", then you 
ave a problem - how to let your 
room-mate know he's leaving. 
This may be a difficult thing to do 
if you are not on speaking terms. 
It is not the type o? thing you like 
to break to' hira a casual note 
attached to his bags out in the 
hall. 

The problem is that room-mates 
are not normally matched as well 
as they might be. if you will recall 
that when you applied to 
residence at university, you were 
required to fill out a form and to 
enclose a picture of yourself. This 
Is probably where you bombed 
out. Unless you cut your picture 
out of an Eaton's catagogue it was 
probably not enought to save you 
from serving a one year term with 
your room-mate. Any defect will 
trigger an equal and opposite 
reaction in the selection of your 
room-mate. In other words your 
room-mate is an inverse function 
of your enclosed photograph 
(which seems only fair). If your 
eyes appear dark and beleagured, 
then you will be slated to live with 
an insomniac. 

To get rid of your room-mate you 
must disgust him, alarm him, 
repel him, and totally revolt htm 
remembering that it is important 
to stay on favourable terms with 
him.

This method is both severe and 
damaging and therefore should be 
used mscriminately. It. is recom- 
mended that a less harsh method 
be used unless you are absolutely 
certain that you have at least a 
mild dislike for the person you are 
Jiving with.

slight unless be is a bear for 
punishment (or is bigger than 

you.) 

The problem of room-mate 

elimination has been around since 

residences were first established 

at university, making it possible 

to Held some experienced opinion 

from upper year students. Fourth 

year Life Science student Bill 

Pinch recommends a technique 

be described as the "old fish tank 

trick". This severe course of 

action entails purchasing a 

massive aquarium equipped with 

all Uie options including an all 

night aeration pump which makes 

aloud gurgling sound. For best 

results the aquarium should be 

place in the middle of the room 

and should be stocked with 

alligators and a variety of 

iguanas. This method is designed 

to combine ihe raw terror of 

dangeroutf reptiles with the 

chronic irritation of an all night 

water pump.

A Queen's Psychology major

by Thanksgiving." Mr. F.B., a 
compulsive napkin writer from 
way back, summarized (on a 
serviette) what he called the 
"klepto method." 

This method requires- the 
removal of one's own personal 
belongings, an interesting rever- 
sal ofroles. By hiding his most 
treasured possessions and by 
giving away his deodorant, 
toothpaste, etc., Mr. F.B. created 
valid grounds for falsely accusing 
his room-mate of being one who 
steals things unconsciously (klep- 
tomaniac). By spreading vicious 
rumours to his close associates, 
Mr. F.B. succeeded in providing 
an environment threatening

If none of these methods have 
proved effective, maybe you have 
overestimated your room-mate's

From a recent survey of 
upper year students who success- 
fully got rid of their room-mates, 
64 per cent felt that the common 
methods worked more effectively 
and saved time, (i.e., those 
methods such as changing door, 
stealing and setting the room on 
fire).
